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Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment filed 1 2/9/2004, claims 4-6 and 1 3 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-6 and 1 3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Van Acker et 
al (US 6,744,821) discloses the multi-carrier receiver shown in figure 2. The receiver 
increases the signal to noise ratio and comprises a frequency domain equalizer and a 
method for determining adaptive taps as stated in the previous office action. However, 
Van Acker does not disclose the specific relations stated in the claims. Chun (US 
5,903,608) discloses the multi-carrier receiver system of figure 3, which is adapted to 
minimize the SNR. Chow et al (US 5,479,447) discloses a multi-carrier receiver in figure 
5b that minimizes the SNR by adapting the FEQ taps (figure 6).
